The “guardians” recently decided 

not to increase the-scale...of relief 
work in Norwich on the, ground that. 
the taxpayers were unable’ to. afford 
it, but the chief of police notified 
them he had received a, communica- 
tion to the effect that: if help was 
not granted, the unemployed had de- 
termined to use “direct,action.” He 
declared the polfce did: not desire any 
disturbance of public order, and un- 
der this threat the “guardians” yield- 
ed-and doubled taxes applicable to 
feeding the poor.. In doing so, the 
chairman of the, guardians remarked 
it was the first’ time in the history 
of the city that the police had been 

. Overawed by threats from the _unem- 
ployed. 

-TAXPAYERS. DISMAYED 


The burden thus placed upon the 
taxpayers has caused dismay, and: the 
effect of the new order ‘can be esti- 
mated from the fact that the addi- 
tional taxes, added to. the rate in ‘force 
for all public purposes, will result in 
e householder paying an ‘annual rent 
of £60, paying more than £72 in tax- 
es, The people. of Norwich declare it 
js. impossible for them to pay ‘such 
taxes, as trade is stagnant, and -even 
those regularly employed have diffi- 
culty in making ends. meet. 

The action of the unemployed at 
Norwich accords with' advice persis- 
tently given by labor leaders and fol- 
lowed at many places, though with 
less serious results than in Norwich. 

The Daily Herald, which is the 
mouthpiece of Labor, says, relative to 
the situation:

The Secretary had transmitted to 
the Premier’ the resolution. passed by 
the Board thanking ‘the Minister for 
the telephone work done in Red Deer 
and district by the government. “If your 
government: will now build next year 
the long promised bridge over the Red’ 
Deer river east of Red Deer the Red 
Deer Board of Trade will feel that Red 
Deer has received very fair treatment 
indeed from ‘your government,” the 
secretary had added. The Premier 
thanked the Board. “It is not often 
that governments receive such letters 
of appreciation. We are very glad to 
be able to give to your district the kind 
of service ‘that ‘they are ‘entitled ‘to. 
However, the matter of a bridge over 
the Red Deer river is. one’ that you will 
have to take up with the Department 
of Public Works,” the Premier ‘con- 
cluded. 

Vice- President Coleman would be 
glad to interview representatives of 
the Red.Deer Board of Trade the first 
time he visited Alberta, of which he 
would give the Board due notice. Tye 
Seeretary was empowered to wire Mr.

An effort to recognize the Secretary- 
Treasurer's valuable work by a grant 
of $120. was so strenuously resisted by 
that gentleman that the. resolution was 
withdrawn.; Messrs. Botterill and 
Gaetz spoke’ most highly of. the deep 
interest and the faithful and able ser- 
vice given by Mr Stephenson. Messrs. 
Hoge and Baile subsequently got a 
remuneration of $160 for 1921. . 
resolution through, however, fixing a

'  President’s Address 

President Welliver presented 
following annual address:— 

Gentlemen, we have not accomplish- 
ed or produced ' finished results to the 
extent that we had hoped for when we 
first launched our 1920 programme. We 
did reach direct results in some mat- 
ters, however, and at all times tried to 
keep 2 live interest in every matter 
that pertained to Board of Trade work. 
Never in the history of the Board have 
we had such good attendance at our 
Council and general meetings. The 
average attendance at general meet- 
ings for the year was*approximately 
twenty-eight, and for, Council meet- 
ings an average of elght out of ‘ten 
members. We therefore feel that ithe 
Board has maintained a well balanced 
interest in the work throughout the 
year with a total of twenty-six meet- 
ings in all, We can record the follow- 
Ing results; some wholly and some par- 
tially through our efforts: 

The C.N.R. entrance to Red Deer this 
year was a grent sense of satisfaction, 
particularly to the old members of 
our Board. Senator Michener must .be 
given credit for the initial strong move 
in the Provincial Legislature for our 
C.N.R. connection, and the recoré:s 
our Board for the _ past seven years 
have shown one continual progressive 
action to keep the C.N.R. officials ap- 
prised of their promises, and kept con- 
tinually’ exhorting » them to action 
whenever apathy on the project was 
evident. The road will not be operat- 
ed until spring, for ballast must first 
be procured. We are all gind to have 
thise connecti6n, particularly our 
wholesales and coal dealers, for it 
gives them additional shipping facil- 
ities and better freight rate classifiga- 
tion. We have been trying for divis- 
fonal point and terminal for the Braz- 
eau line, but the present officials say 
this is impossible at present from a 
railroading point of view. We do want 
a tri-weekly mail and passenger ser- 
vice out of Red Deer with trains run- 
ning opposite days: to the A.C. R. 
schedule. Mr. Shanks, Superintendent 
Brazeau Colleries, is “now circulating 
petitions in all mining and C.N.R. cen- 
tres west, to be placed before the Rail- 
way Commission and C.N:R. officials 
asking for above regulation, The Red 
Deer Board of Trade‘has promised him 
their fullest co-operation: I trust that 
the new Board will keep alive to our 
interest in this mattei.

While shere, 
he: was taken to,Sylvan Lake and pro- 
mised to have it stocked with -white 
fish. Mr. A. T. Stephenson should be 
given credit, for the initiative and. ar- 
ranging of this matter. 

C.P.R. employees of Calgary were 
entertained by the Board on their visit 
to Red Deer on July 1. They were sup- 
plied with motors to take them from 
the ‘train to Waskasoo Park,and with 
tea, coffee, sugar, milk, hot water, etc., 
all of which they seemed to appreciate. 

War Trophies. I don't know that we 


can claim any credit for the effort in|’ 


procuring German trophies. I think 
the” City Commissioners and Council 
were chiefly instrumental, but we kept 
up continual agitation which may 
have had some influence tn procuring 
what we have, and what is still to 
come, 7 : 

A new Auto Club was,organized with 
good live officers as a result of the 
Board's agitation, Auto road. maps, 
nicely framed, showing lines to Red 
Deer have been gotten out’ and will be 
placed in*leading centres, so as to give 
strangers proper, direction if. wanting 
to travel to or vig ‘Red Deer. We com- 
mend further the establishment of a 
motor camping. ground as suggested at 
Board meetings,,'. and subsequently 
taken up bp the City Commissioners 
and Council, This convenience will-no 
doubt be available this coming season. 

An Industrial «committee was ap- 
pointed to look into and report on any 
industrial proposition presenting itself 
to the Board. “They dealt with the 
following propositions during’ the 
year: Cigar factory, steam laundry, 
woolen mill, new:,hotel. Everyone of 
the above asked for subscribed capital 
from Red Deer -citizens, and in gach 
case beyond the practicability in the 
opinion ‘of the Industrial committee 
and Board. 

The Board has been urging the ap- 
pointment of a Provincial Road Super- 


,intendent for the district. It is claimed 


that better service could be obtained 
than .by linking our district up with 
any other district’s superintendent. It 
is claimed that.the cost of his services 
would come .out:of the district’s al- 
Jowance, that. amount.'we would gladly 
allow. if-we: were given our allowance 
for road construction and. maintenance 


according~to-amdunt of-money collect- 


ed from. our district from motor car 
owners ‘for license-fees, ~which is esti- 
mated - at $10.000, taken from 650 
owners at* an average, fee of $16.00 
per. owner. We trust” that the next 
year will see the appointment made. 

There’ were questions of a. large na- 
ture before the Board' for endorsation 
or recommendation such as the deep- 
ening of the St. Lawrence: from the 
Canadian Waterways Commission; 
Thomas Skinner & Co. re exhibition in 
London; Department of Overseas 
Trade; compietion of Hudson Bay 
railway; western freight rates; Amer- 
ican Consul asking information; Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics; Western 
Canada irrisjation; Natural Resources 
Intelligence Branch, &c, We have now 
a Provincial Board of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce of which our 
Board is a member, and your humble 
servant ‘a member of the Executive. 
We therefore hope-to be able to refer 
all large questions requiring informa- 
tion and scientific data to the Provin- 
cial Board for their guidance or recom- 
mendation. 

We have about-one hundred mem- 
bers in good standing when we con- 
sider the Associate and Honorary 
members. We have spent $422, and 
have a balance on hand,of $270. Our 
envelope pamphlet which. was gotten 
out in 1919 and renewed in 1920 is giv- 
ing the service we expected. There is 
a fair supply on hand, which are. con- 
tinually being called for by agents of 
our city, Government publicity agents, 
ind railway colonization agents. 

We have had a great many enquiries 
abbut our district regarding farm 
lands, labor, business opehings, etc., all 
of which had prompt and courteous at- 
tention. We have been fortunate in 
having Mr. Stephenson for our Secre- 
tary this year, for all details of the 
Board’s work were well taken care of 
as well as considerable initiative work 
being presented by himself. This fact 
made your President’s work consider- 
ibly lighter than it would otherwise 
have been. : 

From my own point of wleue the 
crowning feature and by far the most 
important work to be accomplished, 
yhich will put Red Deer where she de- 
serves to be as a commercial centre, is 
another railway running southeast, 
either by the continuance of the C. N. 
R. south to Calgary or by the extension 
of the C.P.R. Acme branch to Red 
Deer. There is $17,000 per mile cash 
lying in the bank for bonds sold on C. 
N. R. between here and Calgary. The 
Government says it will take $13,000 
more per mile to build it, and they pre- 
fer to leave the money in the bank and 
pay the difference on interest rate 
rather than build at this time, or they 
would, if legally possible, transfer the 
317,000 per mile to the C.P.R. on their 
Acme extension, We have been con- 
tinually at the C.P.R. for the Acme 
extension, but always we have been 
set aside with innumerable reasonable 
excuses, The records of our Board 
show continual effort to get a railroad 
southeast. To me, the lack of this 
artery is the difference between Red 
Deer practically remaining what she 
is with slight exceptions, or develop- 
ing intoa well rounded-out commercial 
centre having full representation in 
all commercial lines, and becoming a 
nice little city of considerable impor- 
tance. I have always had unwavering 
faith in Red Deer's future on account 
of her geographical location and splen- 
did = water. She has a commercial 
function -to perform in the territory 
lying between Calgary and Edmonton 
north and south, Rocky Mountain 
House on the weat, and the Mankatohe- |

There have byen some _ questions 
handled by the Board during the year 
that ‘have exhibited sharp division. of 
opinion, but on the whole fairly ‘satis- 
factorily disposed of. Where men are 
broad. .enough. ‘to respect the other 
man’s’ -views withoht- malice _or ani- 
mus, the community is better off for 
having discussed any questions within 
thelr proper function. 

I'am glad to be released of my official 
duties at this time, for on looking over 
past years’ recoris of the Board I find 
I have been trying to pack more than 
my ghare, probably.to the detriment of 
the’ Board's best interests. I hope some 
of our .citizens, whe heretofore have 
been inactive, will heed the call of 
public service and -take,a fair share 
and interest in the Board-of Trade 
work. -

Secretary-Treasurer’s Report. 

I submit ‘herewith, fintncial state- 
ments of the Board for the year 1920. 
At the beginning of tht year I opened 
a set of books, and.all financial trans- 
actions have been properly entered. 

The revenue receipts should have 
been. more than shown as some per- 
sons signed the list to become members 
but failed to pay the yearly dues. 

I have not attempted to keep a re- 
cord of the numbers of letters written 
or received, or the number. of pamph- 
lets sent out. I found the correspon- 
dence neccessary to properly carry out 
the duties of Secretary much greater 
than I had anticipated when taking o1 
the work at the beginning of the year’

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THE ACME BRANCH 

BADLY NEEDED 


James Layden, of Milnerton, who 
was in the city on Monday, is greatly 
interested in the Acme branch of the 
Cc. P. R. In an interview with Mr. 
Layden, The News was pleased to 
know what great interest the farmers 
of the country through which the line 
will run are taking in the enterprise. 

Mr. Layden says it would pay the 
farmers of the district to almost buy 
the bonds for the road themselves. 
It cost him alone, he said, two thous- 
and dollars to get his produce to mar- 
ket, and he would save that amount 
yearly if the Acme line passed through 
his territory. He has seventeen hun- 
dred acres of land, six hundred acres 
of which are under cultivation, and 
sold two hundred tons of hay two 
years ago for five dollars a ton, where- 
as he would have got fifteen if there 
had been a railway there; and it cost 
him $600 to haul a hundred tons to 
Innisfail. He hauled 4,000 bushels of 
grain to town that year, which cost 
him seven cents a bushel. This year 
he has one hundred tons of hay to 
haul, and another one hundred and 
fifty tons which he never touched, as 
there was no use, he could not handle 
it. Mr. Layden has grown as high as 
62 bushels of wheat per acre, and has 
has raised 100 bushels of oats per acre. 
He had a crop of 16,000 bushels of 
grain this past fall, which will hardly 
pay for the long haul to market, as he 
can only make three trips per week 
with one outfit. The district in 
which Mr. Layden lives is one of the 
best in the province of Alberta and 
extremely fertile. He has about fifty 
head of horses and one hundred and 
fifty head of cattle. He came to Al- 
berta 22 years ago, and has been farm- 
ing near Milnerton for eighteen years, 
and has always been hoping for a 
railroad to help out his district. The 
farmers of the district are all very 
much alive to the situation and hope 
the Acme branch of the C.P.R._ will 
soon be opened.

Following the draggy holiday mar- 
ket of the past couple of weeks, beef 
in Calgary has advanced half a dol- 
lar, and choice steers are $7.50 to 
$8.00; good butchers, $6.50 to $7.50; 
medium, $5.25 to $6.50; common, $4.00 
to $5.25. Choice cows and heifers 
also advanced, with tops $5.75 to 
$6.50; good butchers, $4.75 to $5.75; 
medium, $4.25 to $5.75; common, $3.50 
to $4.00; canners, $2.00 to $3.50. Bulls 
are selling much better, with some 
tops at $5.00, and good bulls $4.00 to 
$4.50. Calves are selling a full dollar 
higher. at $7.00 to $8.75; common, 
$4.00 to $6.50. Stockers and feeders 
are advanced somewhat, with the 
good steers at $5.25 to $6.25, and stock 
steers at $4.50 to $5.25. Heifers are 
now ‘being bought at advances, with 
good breedy stuff: up to $6.00, and 
medium quality around $5.00. 

Shippers in the district tributary to 
Edmonton have not started to send in 
their good beef cattle yet, and appar- 
ently are waiting for better prices. 
Markets have not got thoroughly cs- 
tablisheg after the holidays,.but both 
steers and cows are advanced from 
25¢ to 50c. Choice steers, $7.25 to 
$7.75; good butchers, $6.50 to *7.60; 
medium, $5.50 to $6.25. Choice cows,

There is a good 
demand for feeder and stocker steers, 
and quite a number of heifers have 
been bought for shipment back to the 
country. Feeder steers $6.00 to $6.50; 
stockers, $4.50 to $5.50; stocker heif-

STRENGTHEN EMPIRE 


BY EMIGRATION) 


Such Was Lioyd Geor George's Idea When 
He Discussed Subject Recently. 


London, January 6.—Those who aré 

nearest to Mr. Lloyd George express 
amazement ‘at the reported outburst 
in the Canadian press criticising his 
reference to emigration, in the British 
commons during the discussion on un- 
employment, 
* They say they can understand the 
readiness of .the premier’s political 
enemies here, especially the North- 
cliffe press, trying to make it appear 
that he wanted to dump thousands 
of reckless Englishmen on Canadian 
soil, but no fair-minded reader could 
put any such construction upon his 
words. So far was he from precip!- 
tateness in his suggestion that he 
mentioned the subject as one for dis- 
cussion in the Imperial conference 
next May. 

Sir George Foster and Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, before suiling for Canada, 
were most guarded in their referenc- 
es to Lloyd George’s speech, for they 
were fully conscious of the present 
unemployment in Canada itself. But 
it is obvious that the Canedian min- 
isters are looking forward to the al- 
tered conditions of next summer, and 
warmly welcome the fact that the 
primo minister and responsible Eng- 
lishmen.are ‘now prepared -to vtew 
the population problems of the Gm- 
pire from a far wider viewpoint than 
in the past. 

The idea of Mr. Lloyd George, as 
re-stated to The Calgary Herald cor- 
respondent, is simply this: The Brit- 
ish and Canadian ministers should 
next spring, get together and work 
out a scheme for the Canadian set- 
tlement of. British men and women 
whom the Canadian authorities them- 
selves select ag suitable for Canadian 
life. 

FROM BRANCH TO BRANCH 


Instead of regarding emigration a's 
an exile and the weakening of Brit- 
ain, Lloyd George tells the English- 
men they are wise to contemplate it, 
as King Edward used to do, as mere- 
ly a transfer from one branch of the 
family to another branch, and to the 
benefit of both and the strengthening 
of the whole imperial family. It is 
believed that every long-sighted Cana- 
dian, knowing Canada’s ultimate popu- 
lation needs,’ will welcome _ this 
change of view of the governing Eng- 
lishmen. 

Two Canadian New Year’s mes- 
sages published here may properly 
ve quoted. President E. W. Beatty, 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
says: “We Canadians have a spacious 
and. still less than half-filled country, 
in which home-makers of British stock 
are more than welcome. The - year 
1921 should surely be a timely year for 
British settlement in Canada.” 

Mr. Obed Smith, superintendent of 
Canadian immigration, says: “What 
Canada always needs is more people 
to produce and consume still more 
of its products. May its statesmen be 
permitted by its people to realize the 
importance and value of human beings 
to new land.”

LOW VALUES ARE 
RESPONSIBLE FOR 
REDUCED EXPORTS 


Ottawa, January 7.—According to 
figures furnished by the Dominion 
livestock commissioner, the exports 
of Canadian cattle and sheep during 
the 11 months ended November 30, 
amounted to 281,567 cattle and 162,- 
039 sheep, as compared with 485,786 
cattle and 157,546 sheep during the 
same period in 1919. These figures 
show a decrease in shipments during 
1920 of 204,219 cattle and an increase 
of 4,493 sheep. 

The value of the cattle shipments 
during the 11 months is estimated at 
$22,053,861, as against $44,646,145 
1919. Sheep returned a revenue of 
$11,651,488, as compared with $1,- 
859,986 during 1919. The per capita 
value of the cattle exported was 
$78.33 in 1920, as compared with 
$91.90 in 1919.. Sheep returned a 
revenue of $10.13 in 1920 and $11.80 
in 1919. The lower values in 1920 
were responsible to a large extent 
for the reduced exports, Canadian 
markets being often quite out of line 
with those in the United States, but 
lack of demand from feed lots of the 
United States was a_ contributing 
factor, especially affecting the 
southern movement of stockers and 
feeders from western provinces.

RAILWAY AND 
ELECTRICAL EVOLUTION 


Plans Under Consideration for Elec- 
trification of Roads In England. 


A scheme has been proposed for a 
circular railway round London at a 
distance of about twelve miles from 
the centre. Plans are also in an ad- 
vanced stage for a new “tube” rail- 
way for the metropolis, running from 
the city southwards to the Crystal 
Palace district. These two schemes 
are, however, minor affairs compared 
with the ambitious arrangements now 
under consideration by the Ministry 
of Transport for the electrification of 
main line railways. It is intended 
that the mains laid for the supply of 
power to these railways shall be used 
to supply electricity not only to towns 
and villages along the route, but also, 
by means of branch mains, to  dis- 
tricts several miles away on either 
side. Railway electrification, in fact, 
forms an important element’ in the 
schemes for cheap and abundant elec- 
tricity now being formulated by the 
Electricity Commissioners, who form 
part of the staff of the Ministry of 
Transport. The Commissioners have 
divided Great Britain into a number of 
large electrical districts, in each of 
which the production and distribution 
of electricity will be organized on a 
uniform system. Attention is also be- 
ing given to the development of all the 
available water-powers for the genera- 
tion of electricity.

DIFFERENT AGES 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
About Winter Layers—It is thought 
that farmers keep hens until too old 
for profitable winter egg production, 
and it iv afso a common belief that 
late hatched pullets commence to lay 


only during the following spring. To, 


throw some light on this subject, it 
was decided in 1915 to compare early 
pullets, late pullets, yearling hens, and 
old hens as winter lay2rs, at the Cap 
Rouge Experimental station. 

The Experiment—The experiment 
began on the first day of November 
and ended on the last day of February, 
during five consecutive years. 
number of birds in -ach pen was 
about twenty-five, and the whole lot 
occupied the same house. A strict 
record was kept of all feed consumed, 
also of all eggs produced by every pen. 
At the beginning and at the enl of 
each experiment the birds were weigh-' 
ed, so that, in ‘the spring, the gain or 


‘loss in weight could be credited or 


debited to them. 

The Results—If£ the cost of produc- 
tion of one dozen of eggs, during win- 
ter, is taken as 100 for early pullets, 
hatched before May, it would be rep- 
resented by 249 for yearling hens, by 
280 for late pullets, hatched after Ap- 
ril, and by 848 for old hens. In other 
words, when pullets hatched before 
May produced a certain number of 
eges at a cost of $1.00, yearling hens 
produced the same number at a cost 
of $2.49, pullets hatched after April 
at a cost of $2.80 and old hens at a 
cost of $8.48. 

Weight of Eggs—It is sometimes ob- 
jected that, though early pullets lay 
more eggs than yearling or older hens, 
the size of the eggs is such that they 
would bring much less if ever eggs 
were sold by weight. Taking the fig- 
ures from the present experiment, we 
find that, for the same weight of eggs, 
when it cost $1.00 to produce them 
with early pullets, it cost $2.35 to pro- 
duce them with yearling hens, $2.92 
with late pullets, and $8.10 with old 
hens. It will be seen that, as expect- 
ed, the weight of eggs from hens was 
a little larger than that from early pul- 
lets, but the difference does not ma- 
terially change the figures for the 
cost per dozen. 

Same birds compared—The birds 
used for this experiment were not 
specially bred for egg production, so 
that the early pullets put in each year 
were not from better stock than the 
yearling or older hens. Two seasons, 
the yearling hens used for this ex- 
periment were the same birds, with 
the exception of a very few which had 
died, as the ones in the pen of early 
pullets of the previous year, and in 
both cases they were, for cost of pro- 
duction, below the new lot of early 
pullets taken indiscriminately in the 
farm flock. 

Early Pullets Best—That early pul- 
lets are the cheapest producers of 
winter eggs has been told and writ- 
ten so often that it is like an old 
story. But a carefully conducted ex- 
periment will again remind farmers 
of a well known fact which they often 
seem liable to forget.

It was in.1884 that the family moved 
to Marion, and with his father’s help 
he became half owner of the Star, 
but the sheriff crowded him out shortly 
after, and Harfiig went reporting 
on the Marion Mirror at $7 a week. 
Politics apparently ran deep in his 
system, for he returned to the Star 
and staked another claim there. 

His partner, “Jack"’ Warwick, now 
on the editorial staff of the Toledo 
Blade, sold out his interest to Hard- 
ing, and the whole business, lank and 
wobbly, came over to camp with the 
now president-elect. 

The story of Harding’s struggle with 
that paper, and of the splendid assis- 
tance he received from his wife in 
those days,forms a story of determin- 
ation and a resolve to build solidly and 
well that should be an incentive to 
others. 

Apparently President-elect NHard- 
ing’s staff is behind him to the last 
man. They were ready for the win 
which they saw coming for their chief. 
A newspaper account of the scene of 
the presentation at the Harding home 
that night is as follows: 

Fifty-five pink candles were glowing 
on a birthday cake in the dining reom 
of 389 Mount Vernon to-nizht when a 
blare of tin horns caused Mrs. Hard- 
ing to pause as she was about to cut a 
thick wedge from the confection. The 
din was a summons to Senator Ha:4- 
ing to make his first front porch speech 
as President-elect. 

The Senator went out on the porch 
bareheaded. He had no idea he was 
going to make a speech. He had no 
idea, in fact, who his nojfsy callers 
were. When he came to the edge of 
the steps, he saw that his visitors 
were some forty of the employees of 
his newspaper, the Marion Star. Shov- 
ing one hand in his trousers pocket as 
a partial defense against the raw chill 
of the night, the editor of the Star 
called out greetings: 

“Fello, Miller," and “Well, well, 
Bertie,” and “Howdy; haven't: seen 
much of you this summer.” 

One of the women holding an open 
box of chrysanthemums whispered to 
the Senator that they were paying a 
birthday call. Then all of them mount- 
ed the steps to the porch. A tall, thin 
man, a printer, began to read a presen- 
tation sneech. He was acting for the 
long-whiskered man with, steel frame 
spectacles who stood beside him held- 
ing a pasteboard yowelry box in cne 
hand. ‘ . 

Then abruptly the presentation 
speech was finished. The whiskered 
man—it was Luther Miller, seventy-six 
years old and a Star printer for two- 
score years—shoved the little box in- 
to the Senator’s hand. The Senator 
held it a minute. He appeared to be 
having some difficulty with his throat 
and eyes. 

“Open it,” directed one of the 
printers in a hoarse voice. The Sen- 
ator did so, and found a gold make-up 
rule.
